just returned from a visit from India, 
gives some interesting data in a letter 
published in the last issue of Brad- 
street's. According to him the India 
farmer with a forked stick can raise an 
acreage of over eleven bushels to the 
acre, most as much as an American 
farmer can with the best scientific 
machinery, The fact would go to 
show that the soil and climate of Indir 
are more suitable to the growth o 
wheat than those of this country. The 
British Government are doing all they 
can to improve this condition of affairs 
and are supplying India gratuitously 
or for a' merely nominal price, with 
plows and other implements of agri- 
culture, fashioned so as not to offend 
the native prejudice, and yet combin- 
ing all the 'latest improvements; and 
yet it must be borne in mind that this 
India farmer is the most economical 
human being. In fact he has to use 
cowrie shells to buy his food with, for 
the smallest coin of his land is fare too 
large to waste upon a dinner, Hence 
food is very cheap and the money 
which the American farmer spends in 
a year upon chewing tobacco would 
alone more than keep his Indian rival 
in all the necessaries *of 
life for the 


sam'e lime.

"Whether Tubalcaln, who was of 


tho seventh generation from Adam, 
was a Mason in good standing or 
not, does not alter out1 relation to 
society at tho present time. 


Aa has been truly and 
well s-xid; 


"It is of far moro practical importance 
to hnow what Masonry now Is, and 
•wLat it promises to be in tho future 
than to know its origin r>t even ita 
past history. 
If it is to make its 


impress on tho prcspflt ngp> It musi 
rely on something more than its an- 
tiquity; it must bo a living institu- 
Vion laboring in the field of the pros- 
cflfj and not a lifeless mummy iVorn 
tho catacombs of tho panf." Never- 
theless, Masons arc perfectly well 
satisfied with tho parentage of their 
Order, and that it is old enough we 
nro quite sure. 


Wo are equally certain that some 


of tho most magnificent of tho struc- 
tures and cathedrals that were erect- 
ed in tho different parts of JOurope 
during the thirteenth and fourteenth 
centuries, and which wcro decorated 
with all the ornate embellishments 
that architectural tkill could elabor- 
ate, wera built by the ancient craft 
who worked in Operative Masonry; 
certain it is also, that Operative Ma- 
sonry worked and traveled together 
during tho middle age?, and wore 
known and recognized by each oth- 
er as such, by certain aigas and 
grips; and all we now claim for mod- 
ern or speculative Masonry, BO far as 
age is concerned, is that it takes its 
origin from Operative Masonry, and 
that its parentage is at least respect- 
able. 


In short, our ancient 
brethren 


worked in both Operative and Spec- 
ulative Masonry, while wo work in 
Speculative Masonry only. 


What good does Speculative Mas- 


onry do? is an oft-put and perhaps 
a pertinent interrogatory. With duo 
respect to all other organizations of 
this class, I answer briefly. It is

Judge Hoadly'a Inaugural. 


The only part of Judge Hondly's 


inaugural address'that is of general in- 
terest is wherein he touches upon the 
temperance question, and it is here- 
with given in full, 
He said: 


The proposition to amend the Con- 


stitution so as to prohibit the manufac- 
ture and sale of intoxicating liquors as 
a beverage was defeated at the Octo- 
ber election. 
But tho Supreme" Court 


has held that t.uch prohibition is at- 
tainable tinder the Constitution asil is, 
and the policy of prohibition by mun- 
icipal action under [towers delegated 
by the General Assembly has 
been 


more than once in the history of Ohio 
judicially sustained. The evils result- 
ing from excessive drinking are mani- 
fold and felt in every portion of the 
Slate. Many plans have been propos- 
ed, and the labors of many good men 
are given to the 
effort to eradicate 


these evils. 


The agitation for prohibition will 


continue, for, however misdirected, it 
is an honest struggle against a real 
evil, for which many believe prohibi- 
tion to be an adequate, if not the only 
remedy. 
Hut we cannot shut our eyes 


to the fact that prohibition has failed 
wherever attempted, and that prohibi- 
tion of the sale means practically free- 
trade, and that while prohibition of 
the manufacture may be made effectu- 
al, this does not affect consumption 
but merely forces the dealer to sell 
goods made out of the Stale. 
In the 


State of Maine the number of licensed 
dealers under the [''edcjal laws have 
increased forty per cent in the last 
three years, and the effect of unreason- 
ably restrictive laws has been felt in 
the increase of secret and uncontrolled 
drinking. 


No reform is, in my judgement, 


more desirable than to find so me corn- 
mot) 
ground upon which conservative 


men <jf all parties may stand in oppo- 
posil'on alike to prohibition and to 
free trade in liquor, which shall furnish 
adequate legal restraint, not of tem- 
perate but intemperate drinking, and 
not unduly interfere with the right of 
individual 
liberty 
and 
the duly

reasoning upon which the majority of 
the Supreme Court sustained iis con- 
stitutionality."

Tho Pil- 
grims brought Iho English tonguo with 
tliem to Now Kngland in tho seven- 
teenth century, Tho J)ulch brought 
their language to New York; tlio 
Swedes Ilicirs lo New Jersey. Tho 
other • colonies were peopled by En- 
glishmen, among whom wcro distri- 
buted a fow Huguenots nnd (Jermans. 
Tho Spaniards had occupied Florida 
some time before. Tho Lronch al an 
early day peopled Louisiana. These 
woro tlio stems on which woro grafted 
Inter changes and additions. Tho Dutch 
speech gradually blended with tho En- 
glish, conveying lo Iho Jailor somo of 
Us corrupted words and phrases. Tho 
Swedish, never nn imporlanl element, 
wns absorbed, leaving a fow traces, 
The Spanish disappeared from Florida, 
bequeathing nol a groat ,miny localisms. 
Louisiana was a recent ac!i|iiisilion of 
tho union. The French language is still 
spoken there, but. many words nnd 
phrases Imvo boon transferred from it 
lo tho common tonguo, There aro two 
distinct tendencies in colonial speech— 
an inclination to retain forms after they 
have become obsolete In tho mother 
country and a rapid coinage of terms 
suggested by now circumstances or bor- 
rowed from native tribes and given ft 
civlli/,od impress. The Jnsl canso was 
powerful in the American colonies. 
Tho construction of a Now Kngland 
dialed began with tlio modification of 
English provincialisms, Iho adoption of 
Indian words and such verbal forms ns 
Iho new life on senshoro nnd in forests 
nnd the ascetic religious practices of 
Iho people made necessary.

Any utensil of wood or cnrthonwftrir 
that will hold water will do, Tho spec- 
imens nro to bo covered with boiling 
water nnd to bo hold in place by suita- 
ble pieces of glass. Tho vessel la thon^ 
solaway In Homo warm situation for 
four or llvo wooks, when, hy notion oft 
decomposing, fermentation prompted) 
by warmth nnd moisture, tho iwlpjr, 
matter of tho loaf will ho loosened so 
thai it onn bo separated from, tho fi- 
brous skeleton and bo preserved unim- 
paired. Homo of tho leaves, llko ivy 
and holly, nftor maceration will part 
with thoir tough skin In layers so as to 
exposo tho skeleton covered with a thin 
mumbrnno, which may 
bo readily 


washed off. Maples, lindens and others 
roqulro different treatment. Thoir opt 
hlormis is so thin and slight that it Is 
necessary to place tho decayed leaf on 
a plate or pano of glass and with a soft 
tooth brush clean off Iho surface. 
If 


necessary a loaf may bo returned to 
the macerating vessel to complete tho 
softening process. Loaves of vory del- 
icate toxturo may bo cleaned by wash- 
ing Ihom under water between Iho lin- 
gers. Some skeletons, llko the lemon 
and japonloa, when oblalned in a por- 
feot condition show a double structure, 
as though Vwo perfootloavos had grown 
together at the edges.

But what 
is mot-o peculiar, If tho store of food 
should booomo damp during a rain, It 
will all bo carried out on tho first 
sunny day and dried and thon brought 
back.

A Railroad Bed Transformed into 


a River of Burning Oil— A. Train 
Plowa Through Waves of Fire— 
Three Persons Burned to Death 
and Twenty-six OD tho Brink ot 
Eternity. 
One of those disasters peculiar to 


he oil country occurred about three 
niles Irotn Bradford, Pa., Tuesday 
morning, resulting in the entire de- 
truclion by fire of a pcssenget train 


>n the Uradford, liordell and Kin/.ua 
lailroad. A tank of oil on the An- 
hor Oil Company's lease, on the 
kichanan farm, while being steamed, 
Hirst, its contents coursing down the 
tecp hillside and running into the 
oadbccl of the railroad. 
At that 


joint the road is very steep, and the 
vagrant oil ran down the track for 
ally half a mile. The morning train 
rom Wcllsville, due at Bradford at 10 
., M., consisted of an express carand 


, passenger coach, Kvery seat in the 
ar was taken. The express car was 
tlso partly filled 
with passengers. 


Vhcn the train entered the river of. 


>il, the engineer, who 
was uncon- 


cious of danger, was startled by a 
oud and deafening explosion, and an 
nstant afterward 
the entire train 


,eemcd enveloped in a mass of flames. 
The yas in the oil had come in con- 
act with the furnace ol 
1 the engine, 


"iring the oil, 
Knginecr P«\trick Sex- 


,on immediately applied the 
air- 


mikes and reversed his engine, 
For 


i brief instant the train came to a 
nail. The engineer said he was sur- 
•ounded by seas of flames, and notic- 
ed with dread that the waves of burn- 
ng oil surged ahead of him on the 
track for a long distance. To remain 
,n the 
midst of the burning fluid 


meant certain death, 
He opened 


wide uhe throttle and the engine 
thundered on at a terrible rale of 
speed, 
A sharp curve was ahead 


'he engineer reversed his machine, 


and With his fireman, Michael Walsh, 
jumped into the deep snow bank 
which lined both sides of the road, 
After running a mile the train was 
fina'ly derailed and fell in a heap In a 
ditch, when the work ol destruction 
was completed.

"The train was running at the 


rate of 15 miles an hour. 
Suddenly, 


the car became dark. Jets and tongues 


The passengers, al the sighl of ihc 


destruction, wero terror-stricken, and 
thu scene lhal followed beggars de- 
scription. 
Locked in and helpless in 


a furnace of fire, traveling at iho rate 
al fifteen miles an hour, their anguish 
know no bounds. 
Men of nerve lost 


their heads. Women fell to the floor 
jn a swoon, and tho cries and lament- 
ations of litllu children pierced through 
the hearts of iron. There was a dash 
for the door und windows through ihe 
sweeping (lames which cooked the 
flesh and singed the hair on the faces 
and heads of the imprisoned passeng- 
ers within. 
It was everybody for 


themselves, and men in Iheir despera- 
tion jumped from the speeding train 
and foil prostrate to the ground, burn- 
ed and mangled to pieces. 
So fierce 


was the heat of the llamos that the 
windows were almost instantly crack- 
ed, allowing tongues of fire lo lick the 
'interior of the coach. 
Wonderful to 


relate only three lives were lost. Thero 
were many maraculous escapes, 
The 


victims were all women, Mrs. L. C. 
Fair, of Aiken, was burned 
to death. 


When taken from the ruins the body 
was burned almost: beyond recogni- 
tion, The ghaslly corpse lay in the 
snow with both hands extended. Her 
husband, who was in the baggage car, 
started to go back to rescue his wife, 
At the door he was met by a wall of 
llamcs, the passage of which was cer- 
tain death. 
He was forced to jump 


from the side door and escaped with 
slight bruises. 
George 
McCartney, 


the newsboy, who is badly burned 
about the, head, face and hands, will 
recover, 
McCartney could have es- 


caped, 
Ho was nearly out of the car 


when he heard the cries of Mrs, Fair, 
He attempted to help the woman out 
but at the critical moment she lost her 
presence of mind and 
fainted. 
In 


order lo save himself when he recov- 
ered the young man jumped through 
the window arid landed in a pool of 


oil. 


The death of Miss Katie Morun, of 


Allen, N. Y., a small s'lation near Aik- 
cn, was peculiarly sad. She was n 
young woman, Her body, which was 
almost burned to a crisp, was found 
hanging onto the frame work of the 
car. 
Both hands were closed with a 


vise-like grip upon the window sash. 
The clothes were entirely burned off, 
It is evident thai death was caused by 
inhaling the flames. The young lady 
had managed to crawl out of the win- 
dow, and while on ihe very thresh- 
hold of escape from death fell back a 
victim to the terrible flames., 


The third victim was Mrs. Libias 


Jones, of Reed City, Pa. She was 
burned to a crisp. 
Mrs. Connelly, of 


Reed City, who was reported dead, 
escaped wilh slight injuries and was 
able to go home. 


PERSONAL KXPERIENCKS. •• 


A Mr, Burk, who was on the train 


of flame leaped up on the sides arid 
through the venlilators of Ihe car, 
The glasfl cracked with a snap, and 
the heat became unendurable, 
L 


knew at once that we were passing 
an oil fire, 
1 recognized-the peculiar 


hissing of the burning oil. 
Turning to 


my sister Mary, 1 said 'We are pass 
ing through an oil fire; be quiet; • it 
will soon be over,1 People began to 
jump through the windows. 
On all 


sides was heard the crashing of the 
glass> and the deafening roar of the 
sea of flames. That car was a regu- 
lar hell in less than three minutes af- 
ter it took fire. It seemed as if we 
were all doomed to burn to death 
The situation was terrible. The car 


was filled with the cries of womon 
and children and the groans of strong 


men, 
Women and children 
woro 


picked up by strong hands and bodily 
fired through the cracking windows 
Those who jumped out of the window? 
fared beller than ihe few who dashed 
through ihe doors into the ocean o 
Hume which surged to and fro like 
huge waves upon Ihe bed of the road 
Those who jumped from Iho window 
landed .in huge drifts of snow. Those 
who wont through tho doors had thei 
hands, 
faces and 
clothing bad! 


burned and singed, and some were s 
badly burned that they will doubtles, 
die. 


I started down the aisle but the hca 


was so awful that it made my heai 
swim. 
It was impossible to move, 


The car swoycd lo and fro like a ship 
in a heavy sea. 
The windows offered 


the only means of escape. 
I said to 


Mary: "We must jump through the 
window." 1 arranged a cloak about 
her ' head. The heat had already 
cracked the glass. 
I picked her up 


bodily, and mustering all my strength, 
dashed her headforemost through the 
window. 
J then picked up a liltle 


girl who was crying and threw her out 
of ihe same window, and then I made 
the jump of my life, 'landing in a 
snow drift, 
My moustache and my 


hair were only slightly singed, 
My 


sister rolled down the bank and escap- 
ed without a scratch, 
It 
was the 


most eventful experience ol my life. 
There is nothing so fierce as an oil 
fire, and the only wonder lo me is 
that any of the passengers escaped 
with their lives, 
U seemed as if the 


coach was all in flames in less than 
Iwo minutes after it was engulfed in 
Ihe fiery sea of oil, The hetvt was so 
fierce thai in less time than it takes 
for me lo tell it, the car windows were 
c.racked and tongues of llamc were 
licking the heads and faces of the af- 
frighted passengers.
